Edmonton, A1U.—Seeking to solve 


the problem of who were tht orig- 
inal inhabitant! of the North Amer- 
ican continent, Prof. W. L. Blisi of 
the University of New Mexico visited 
Edmonton to confer wi'i Dr. J. A. 
Allen, head of the Univenity of Al- 
berta feclofy department, and to 
gather data on hij theory that North 
American races crigicaUr came 
from Asia by crossing the Bering 
itrait and travelinj south through 
Alberta. 


Dr. Bliii hopes to find many links 


for this theory in a study of Alberta 
provinc« and the MacKenzie river 
valley. He contends that there have 
been no reasons to suppose that the 
first people originated there and 
says "it is generally accepted that 
American cultures" are the result of 
t number of migrations from Asia." 


The professor bases his theory on 


the fact that the Bering strait is on- 
ly 80 miles wide at one point and 30 
fathoms deep. Geological history 
has indicated that the two con- 
tinents broke away at this point and 
sank into the sea, erasing the land 
bridge. 


Proof tha,t the original habitation 


of this continent was Asiatic is con- 
firmed by discoveries of Oriental 
relics in Mexico and the southwest- 
ern states. The Indians' physical 
resemblance to Asiatics and the dis- 
tribution of languages in North 
America has led Bliss to believe 
that they spread out in a fanlike 
direction south and east from Alas- 
ka. 


Anthropologists further believe 


that migrations from Asia came at 
different periods. Investigations re- 
veal a certain type of Pueblo Indian 
that possessed a narrow head, and 
another type with a round head, 
hinting at a possibility of more than 
one migration. 
According to an- 


thropologists, man has lived on this 
continent for 
more 
than 12,000 , 


year*. 


Dr. Bliss has spent many years on 


research both in America and Asia. 
When his investigations are com- 
pleted here, accompanied by Dr. | 
Allan and A. Hayncs, University of '' 
New Mexico student, he will con- 
tinue northward along the JIacKen- 
zie river into Alaska.

Platypus, Strange Animal; 


Lays One to Three Eggs 


The duck-billed, web-footed platy- 


pus, a mammal that lays eggs, 
whose scientific name is Ornithor- 
hynchus anatinus Shaw, is a native 
of eastern Australia and Tasmania. 
It lives in rivers and digs burrows 
in the banks. It feeds on shellfish, 
water insects and their larvae, and 
other small aquatic creatures which 
it procures from the mud of the 
river bottoms. 
It is especially 


adapted to this mode of life by the 
duckbill - like development ol its 
mouth, and by its broadly webbed 
feet. 


Its burrows are from 20 to 30 feet 


long, and have a nest chamber at 
the end or at the side of the tunnel, 
states Colin C. Sanborn, curator ot 
mammals, Field Museum of Nat- 
ural History. In the nest, lined with 
grass and reeds, the female lays 
from one to three eggs, which she 
alone incubates. The young are not 
nursed lor some days after hatch- 
ing, but are held against the moth- 
er's abdomen by her taiL 


The platypus was first described 


from a single specimen, in 1799, but 
it was not until more specimen! 
were: secured that the existence of 
such a curicus mammal was fully 
credited.

only as a fragrant dust decorating 
the top of a milk punch or an egg- 
nog the growing of nutmegs, the 
principal crop of Grenada, Wind- 
ward islands, will prove a source of 
wonderment and surprise.

growth of this staple "spice" may 
bt observed by visitor! to the is- 
land. The full fruit, hanging pen- 
dant from its mother twigs, looks 
like smooth, salmon-tinted nectar- 
ine* or peaches. 


Grenada's riches are found in its 


nutmeg groves and fruit orchards. 
On every hand are the dense, 
glosiy-grten leaves of the nutmeg 
tree, the purple and coppery-green 
of cacao and the deep-tinted ver- 
dure o£ orange, lime and mango 
trees. 


When fully ripe the nutmeg fruit 


splits open and discloses a glossy, 
rich brown ova! seed, covered with 
a lacelilee network of gorgeous 
crimion. This is the nutmeg with 
its coating of scarlet mace, but the 
portion used—the aromatic, solid 
ipicy "nut"—is within the glossy 
outer shell, beneath the mace.

Pigs and chickens are 


raised, but reserved for banquets 
and festive occasions. 


Fishing la Net Wtfk. 


"Although reluctant to toil In 


towns and country, Samoans will 
paddle canoes all day while sea- 
fishing. The women, too, enjoy col- 
lecting clams and catching shellfish. 
Often the men spend a whole day 
spearing fish along the reefs. 


"Equally enthusiastic art both 


men and women about song and 
dance. Robert Louis Stevenson de- 
scribed their steps as vulgar and un- 
attractive, but the dancing is never 
indecent before foreigners. 


"With no factories in American 


Samoa, the chief product and only 
export, copra, is prepared by the 
primitive but satisfactory method 
of spreading the coconut meat on 
mats in the sun to dry. Women's 
hands weave these mats with sword- 
like leaves from the pandanus plant 


"From Samoa's solitude to New 


Zealand's gateway and greatest city 
is approximately 1,800 miles on the 
proposed air route. 
Auckland is 


the srand entrance to a veritable 
treasure house of natural phenome- 
na — rpouting geysers, smoking 
mountains, and boiling springs of 
Inerapeutic value. Forest-clad hillf, 
rich in Umber trees and bush seen- 
ory. fringe thi city's boundaries. 
And Auckland is the natural outlet 
for one of, the most productive coun- 
uics in the world.

And at night its wa-1 
ters glow more vividly than any oth-1 
er waters. Nowhere else, it is said, 
• re those minute marine organisms 
known as plankton, which give this i 
phosphorescent light, so plentiful] 
as they are in the Gulf of Carpen- • 
taria. 


At night, in fine weather, the wa- 


ters show all colors. £v«ry wave, 
every ripple, is marked with lines 
of light-—milk-v.hitc, blue and pink, ^ 
the gleaming: of a tiny creature r.o' 
bigger than a pin's head. The sea 
is full of moving points of light.

One' 
is Sweers island, which many years j 
ago was the site of a flourishing j 
settlement owing its existence to I 
yellow fever.

Saved Margaret of Kent 


In olden days in Britain, Queen 


Margaret of Kent, the first Christian 
queen to teach her people that re- 
IiSion, was imprisoned in a tower 
by her cousin Frith, who wished to 
rul« Kent himself. Queen Margaret 
longed to escape to join her lol- 
diers, who were gathered across the 
river, afraid to attack the tower. 


Margaret saw them from her 


prison and knew she *.iust reach ] 
them some way to inspire their flac- j 
ding courage. But if she tried to 
cross th* river, which was frozen , 
solid and white, her many-colored 
cloak ot bright patches would be 
easily seen by Frith's men. 
, 


Hoover, the gallant queen made 


the atttmpt, relates a writer in the 
Washington Star, and escaping the 
tower, had nn inspiration at the 
river side. By turning her cloak 
inside out, its while lining protected 
her from sight on the ice as she 
braved the crossing and joined her 
men on the other side, undiscov- 
ered.

consistent. The Pilgrim fathers, for 
instance, originally sailed for the 
Hudson and found themselves at 
the end of their voyage on the Mas- 
sachusetts coast. Their destination 
was the Hudson, then Dutch, be- 
cause they had come from Holland, 
whence they had sailed from Eng- 
land seeking religious freedom. But 
in Holland, life was so good that 
the little band of Pilgrims, seeing 
absorption imminent with so many 
intermarrying with the Dutch, de- 
termined to keep themselves sepa- 
rate by journeying to the New 
World.

"Fenianism," Scheme of 


Irish, Irish-Americana 


"Fenianism" was a movement of 


Irish and Irish-Americans to sepa- 
rate Ireland from Great Britain and 
form it into an independent repub- 
lic. The first of the Fenian lead- 
ers, James Stephens, failing to cre- 
ate an uprising in Munster, came to 
the United States *.o form a union 
of Irish who had left their country 
following the famine of J847. and, 
with John O'Mahoncy, organized 
the movement on this side o£ the At- 
lantic. 


After the close of the Civil war. 


which cast thousands of Irishmen 
adrift, notes a writer in the Indi- 
anapolis News, Fenian societies— 
so-named from a Gaelic title—were 
formed rapidly in many cities in 
the United States, and an invasion 
of Canada, known as the "Fenian 
raid," was planned and partially 
ca'ried out in 1806. Between 500 
and 600 men crossed the Niagara 
river on June 1, but were driven 
back, many of them being arrested 
by the United Statei authorities. 
Other attempts which were made 
during the year were checked be- 
fore the men could leave the Ameri- 
can side of the boundary line. On 
May 25, 1870, however, a small Fc 
man force crossed the frontier at 
Trout river, in the province of Que- 
bec, only to be driven back by Ca 
nadian volunteers. Effective meas 
urcs later were taken to quell the 
activities of the Fenians, because o! 
the accompanying threat to Amerl 
can-British relations, and the move- 
ment passed into obscurity.

In most in- 
stances the money obtained from 
the sale of their hair goes toward 
their dowries, .and some of them 
have as many as eight cuttings in 
the course of their lives. The hair 
is taken from a three-inch diam- 
eter in the back cf the crown, and 
the front and the side hair is draped 
to conceal the shorn spot. The best 
quality hair is Scandinavian, blond 
and silky. Italian and Spanish hair 
have a dark, wavy, lustrous quality. 
Eastern European hair has a coars- 
er texture; by the time one gets to 
China, the hair is almost wiry and 
is of use only for theatrical wigs 
of inferior quality.

Chucker Partridge 


The chucker partridge is a native 


of Asia, ranging from India north 
nnd west through Mongolia and into 
China. There are some 22 speciei 
of the birds, all closely related, but 
suited to different environments. 
They range from the lowest valley* 
to the highest mountain peaks an<i 
those that have been brought to 
America come from all varieties. 
The birds are large. Their size is 
between a Hungarian partridge and 
a pheasant 
The average "Hun" 


weighs 11 ounces, but these birds 
tip the icales at 20 ounces. They 
are a dove gray, with black band* 
ings across the chest and on the 
tall. The beak and small wattles 
are blood red. The birds covey 
very much like a quail, being gre- 
garious. In the spring, like quail, 
they pair off and build nesti.
